Feeding Frozen Wheat 
Interesting Experiment Carried on 


By GH Hutton at Lacombe 


Karly in December last, two cars 
of cattle were put on feed at Lacombe 
one group being fed a ration of frost- 
ed wheat and the second lot. receiving 
oats and barley in equal parts. Each 
group received the same weight of 
well ground grain and had access to 


the same class of roughage during 
the entire feeding period. It is in- 
teresting to note that wheat which AS 
was quite badly frozen produced 


greater gains than were made by the 
groups receiving oats and barley. No 
ill effects resulted from the feeding 
of frosted wheat. Some feeders pre- 
dicted that this ration would cause 
excessive scouring but such was not 


the result as the groups were in 
equally good condition throughout 
the test. Had the steers been of 


equal weight at the beginning of- the 
experiment, an increased profit in 
favor of frosted wheat of $3.38 per 
head would have been shown,

Aviation for Civil and Commercial 
Purposes After the War 


The announcement was made in the 
British house of commons by Major 
John L. Baird, representative in the 
house of the Aerial Advisory Board, 
that the government had decided to 
appoint a committee under the chair- 
manship of Lord Northclifie, to in- 
vestigate civil aerial transport after 
the war. :

The Real London 
Canadian Woman Sees Things as 


They Are in War Time 


“London has been a great surprise 
to me,” said a well-known Canadian 


| lady doctor to The Daily Mirror. 


“When 1 was last in London,” she 
continued, “we were just clearing up 
the Boer war... I then saw London 
loose on a “joy ride.” I saw youths 
playing football with silk hats  out- 
side the stock exchange and_ givls 
dancing in Trafalgar square. Every- 
where the war in those days ‘was 
looked upon as a kind of picnic. 

“What a difference today! During 
the past months [ have sought, but 
could find nd trace. of the = gay, 
thoughtless London crowds I saw 
then. London has become grimly 
earnest. It is no longer watching a 
war across wide oceans. It is in a 
war itself. The Londoners feel they 
are fighting, and they mean to win. 

“In only a little West End circle 
that you could draw with a compass, 
I have found extravagance and fool- 
ishness. The circle is really not Lon- 
don at all, 1 think. 1t is a cosmopoli- 
tan village in Bohemia, entirely un- 
representative of your national life. 

“The real London is working and 
making daily sacrifices with strong 
defermination. 9a 

"You gan see it amongst the ten 
in. ye cuy andin the factories. They 
are. working at high pressure, and for 
oncaralthoughephey are British, they 
are not complaining. 


Wages 
have been higher in the city than the 
farmer could afford to pay, and other 
attractions of urban centres served 
to draw the population to those cen- 
tres and to hold it there. Cities be- 
came crowded, and our farms soon 
began to show the results of their 
under-inanned condition, and the far- 
mer had his most serious problem to 
face, namely, the labor problem. He 
hired men when he could get them, 
until the wages got so high that he 
figured the hired man got all the pro- 
fit from the increased production, so 
he decided to do without the — hired 
man, because there is considerable 
risk in growing crops and more risk 
as to prices and, as any business man 
would, the farmer felt safer to cut 
down expenditure where he was not 
assured that a profit would result 
from such, And no one could blame 
him, If he attempted to hire men at 
wages which would leave him a pro- 
fit, those men, accustomed to receiv- 
ing higher pay in the cities, deliber- 
ately shunned the call to the farm 
(they laughed at it), while they 
emitted expressions of surprise and 
groans of agony when their produce 
dealers and grocery stores exhibited 
for their perusal price-lists of farm 
products. Now the farmer has done 
about all he can do. He is working 
more horses and wider implements. 
He is already working too long 
hours, as he has done in the past. It 
is to the city people that the appeal 
should be made. It is for their b+ene- 
fit that increased production will be 
brought about. If they could once 
understand the problem which the 
farmer must face they would. be in- 
creasingly sympathetic toward him, 
and in the future the country would 
more quickly get the necessary legis- 
ation which would bring about a 
change in conditions of rural life.— 
Farmers’ Advocate.

Enlist So Slowly 


They Want Lots Cast and Then 


They'll Take Their Chances 
as Indicated 


Annesley Burrowes writes as 
lows in the Detroit Free Press: 

That million of volunteers who 
were to spring to arms over night, 
according to the promise of anti-pre- 
paredness congressmen, have not yet 
sprung. In fact the United . States 
has not as yet produced as many mil- 
itary volunteers as Canada produced 
during the first weeks of the war. 

Excluding the French Canadians, 
who have not responded to the call, 
Canada has only a few more than 5,- 
000,000 of people, while the United 
States has about 20 times that num- 
ber. Within two weeks after the call 
for volunteers, Canada had 32,000 
men under arms, and more coming. 
On the same basis, had Canada been 
a nation of 100,000,000 it would have 
produced in the same period 740,000 
volunteers. Since the war began, 
Canada with her 5,000,000 of available 
population, has enlisted 400,000 voi- 
unteers and at the same rate, had she 
possessed 100,000,000: population, 
would have produced 8,000,000 or 
volunteers. 

Nobody has yet suggested that 8,- 
000,000 Americans will volunteer or 
be asked to volunteer for military 
service, But, on the other hand no- 
body would venture to suggest that 
the young men of the United States 
are less courageous than the young 
men of Canada,.
